NOTE 


The  collection  listed  in  this  catalogue  covers  a wide  range  of 
artists  and  engravers,  and  comprises  in  most  cases,  picked  impressions. 

The  etchings  are  particularly  predominant  and  represented  by 
such  painter-etchers  as  Affleck,  Bauer,  Cameron,  Fitton,  Haden,  Haig, 
Jacque,  Legros,  MacLaughlan,  Meryon,  Pennell,  Whistler  and  Zorn. 

Whistler,  “Little  Venice,”  a very  rare  etching,  is  a most  bril- 
liant impression.  His  “Dordrecht”  and  the  original  drawing  for 
Eiva  No.  2 (both  illustrated),  are  exceptional  examples  of  the 
eminent  artist’s  work.  Altogether  there  are  some  thirty-two  etchings 
and  lithographs  by  Whistler. 

There  are  eight  etchings  by  Zorn,  of  which  his  “Miss  Emma 
Kassmussen”  is  probably  the  most  important. 

Choice  line  engravings  by  Drevet,  Masson  and  Nanteuil,  as  well 
as  engravings  by  Bartolozzi,  Godby,  Nutter  and  Ward,  are  also 
included. 

Some  of  the  other  interesting  items  are  the  Savage  portraits  of 
Washington  and  Franklin,  the  Hill  “View  of  Philadelphia,  ’ and 
the  modern  colored  mezzotints  by  Edwards,  Stevenson  and  Wilson.
